residents have taken alarm. Con- 
sequently the Taotai bas repeatedly 
invited Chiaese merchants together with 
the Senior © neul and the Manicipal 
‘Cvnccil to discuss the matter and consent 
to another proposa! whereby the Chinese 
gentry shall co-operate in forming 
inspection regolations, I have further 
petitioned and obtained approval of the 
appropriation of official fonds, amounting 

Tis. 10,000, and for the ecparate 
collection of mercantile contributions 
(or taxes), and that the Chinese officiale
